Should this condition be 
untreated later it may tbe hidden 
cause of

centuries, for their countries to re 
cover from the effects of their dicta- 
torships. ; 

Dictators do pot arise over night. 
They are the end results of. years of 
economic unres: and social disorder. 
Usually they result from the failure 
of the previous government to per-. 
form the two functions which any 
government entitled to survive must 
perform. I do not believe we are in 
danger of a dictatorship in America 
as long as our government maintains 
order and administers justice. 


COMMUNISM . and Dictators 

The modern dictatorships began 
with the Russian Communists, A 
jsmall.group of Marxian socialists, 
lunder the ‘leadership of Lenin and 
Trotzky, organized the Soldiers ‘and 
Sailors Union, and ousted the popu- 
lar democracy which Kerensky had 
begun to onganize to replace the old 
Czarist regime. It was a seizure of 
power by force of arms, and the 
Communist Party has retained its 
power by force. Stalin, the present 
Dictator of Russia, has no official 
title but that of Secretary of the 
Communist Party. 

What scared the rest of the world 
when the Communists got contro) of 
Russia was their threat to undermine 
the governments of all other nations 
by secretly organizing the “have- 
nots” to rise and seize the property 
of the “haves”. ; 

Russians are “soft+pedalling” that 
line of talk lately, and have relaxed 
some . of the rigorous discipline 
whereby the people were’ terrorized 
into subjection. But it sti is not 
very safe in Russia for anyone to 
criticize the,Communist Party or re- 
fuse to obey its orders... 


FASCISM . .. from communism 
Fascism began in Italy as a means 
of suppressing Communism. Com- 
mumist doctrines had taken root in 
‘the army, the “whole government 
service, and among workers, who 
| not only organized “sit-down” strik- 
|es but took possession of factories 
‘and tried to run them. Money was 
scarce, prices were rising, and gen- 
eral, disorder, prevailed, with the 
Italian government doing nothing ef- 
fective about it. 

A young newspaper editor of *“Mi- 
‘Jan, Benito Mussolini, began ongan- 
lizing loyal young Italians secretly 
into a group called “Fascisti,” «from 
| the Latin word “fasces,” meaning 4 
bundle of rods. It took three full 


| years to build an organization strong} © 
enough to be effective. Then, in Oc- | 


‘tober, 1922, the: Fascists served no- 
,tice on the Italian government that 
unless it proved,. within 48. hours, 
‘that it possessed authority over its 
|own employees, the Fascist militia 
‘would march on Rome. 

It wis an almost bloodless aftarr, 
i the Fascist march from Napleg to 
;Rome. Two or three Fascisti and a 
(few rioting Comuunists were killed. 
i'The government resigned and the 
King of Italy sent for Mussolini and 
‘asked him to form a new govern- 
ment. He has “been the head of the 
government ever since, and the Dic- 
tator of" Italy. , 


MUSSOLINI menaces peace 

Mussolini started out with a well- 
thought-out scheme to restore law 
and order and put Italy on its eco- 
nomic feet. One of his finst acts was 
to send a financial commission to 
America, which negotiated a reeuc- 
tion in Italy’s war debt to us, and 
obtained a hundred- million- dollar 
government loan from American 
bankers. I was in Italy after Musso- 
lini had been in power two years, 
and was amazed at the evidences of 
economic progress and the general 
contentment of the people. . Every- 
body was busy .and cheerful and the 
beggars who used to infest Italian 
cities had vanished, Everybody, how- 
ever, had to order his life and busi- 
ness according j;to rules from above. 

Mussolini was not content to be 
bosy of Italy. Power bred the desire 
for more power. He wants now to 
be the boss of the whole Mediterr- 
anean, to restore the old Roman Em- 
pire with himself as Caesar. From 
a stabilizing force, he has become a 
menace to the peace of Burope and 
the world. 

The world thought pretty well of 
Mussolino so long as he confined his 
ambition to making Italy a better 
place for Italians.

(The Spring wheat crop now being 
seeded in Western Canada and in the 
North Western pants of the United 
States, will be anxiously watched by 
the whole Worki, for the progress of 
these two crops will unquestionably 
have an important effect upon wheat 
prices during the coming months. 


As these crops flourish, price will 
tend to decline, but should _ their 
prospects become lessened, then 
price will tend to rise. 


What are the actual prospects at 
this moment? — . ; 

Moisture’ records collected and 
compiled! daily from over 600 rain 
sauges in Western Canada by the 
Research Department of the ,Searle 
Grain Co. indicate that probably 
never has the Canadian -crop—and

2 drops tabasco sauce

{may be substituted for stock.

Empty sliced pot roast into skillet, 
heat thoroughly. Remove meat from 
skillet. To the . hot meat juice in 
skillet add: , 
1 tablespoon lard 
1 small onion, chopped fine \ 
4 bay. leaves 
% cup vinegar 
3 tablespoons sugar 
4 whole cloves 


Thicken with three tablespoons’ 


flour rubbed smooth in % cup cold 
water. Place meat back in this mix- 
ture—heat thoroughly. Serve piping 
hot. .
